o f figh ts an d q u arrels an d do mestic 
bu mp -th e-bu mp s. 
In th e main sh e rep u diated mo st o f 
th e imp o rtan t testimo n y giv en by h er 
h u sban d an d th ro u gh wh ich th e State 
ex p ected to secu re co n v ictio n s.

Mrs. Tribbey to ld th e sto ry o f h er 
u n h ap p y married life.

married to Jo h n Tribbey so me twen ­ 
ty -six y ears. 
Fo r twen ty -six y ears 
th ey h av e fo u gh t an d liv ed “lik e cats 
an d d o gs.” 
Do wn th e lo n g list o f 
y ears th ey h av e h ad man y sp irited 
bo u ts, callin g each o th er v ile an d o b­ 
scen e n ames an d in du lgin g in su ch 
p leasan t an d frien dly p ass times as 
th ro win g bo ttles at each o th er, tear­ 
in g each o th er’s clo th es o ff, strik in g 
with clu bs, ch airs, et cetra an d ru n ­ 
n in g each o th er aro u n d with ax es an d 
o th er in o ffen siv e in stru men ts o f p lay . 
Th e first q u arrel came as a do u ble 
sh u ffle, with bo th dealin g a few cards 
o ff th e bo tto m, o r at least 
th at is 
wh at th ey ch arged each o th er with . 
Mrs. Tribbey said sh e fo u n d a letter 
co n tain in g man y en dearin g 
terms,

An d th ere y o u are! 
She say s it was to o much fo r her 
and she attempted to end it all by 
co mmitting suicide. 
She to o k car­ 
bo lic acid, but fo r so me reaso n o r an­ 
o ther that ro ute was blo cked and she 
h ad to co me back to the life she was 
leading . Many “ small” incidents o c­ 
cu rred, such as the bev y o f beauties

In so me Bible stu dies there are 
some wo rds which we do well to carry 
with us thro u gh tho se stu dies, and in 
this lesso n and the nex t we sho uld re­ 
member these wo rds: “Then sat So lo ­ 
mon upo n the thro ne o f Dav id, his fa­ 
ther, and his kingdo m was established 
greatly /' 
“Then So lo mo n sat o n the 
thro ne o f the Lo rd as king instead o t 
Dav id, his father, and pro phesied, and 
all Israel o bey ed him” (I Kings ii, 12; 
I Chro n. x x ix , 23). 
Ano ther name was 
giv en to So lo mo n at his birth with 
which so me do no t seem to be familiar. 
It is written, “The Lo rd lo v ed him. 
and He sent by the hand o f Nathan, 
the pro phet, and he called his name 
Jedidiah (belo v ed o f the Lo rd) because 
o f the Lo rd” (II Sam. x ii, 24, 25). The 
name So lo mo n, which means “peace­ 
able,” was giv en to him befo re he was 
bo m (I Chro n. x x ii, 1), margin). 
Ho w 
beau tifu lly su ggestiv e the two names— 
belo v ed o f the Lo rd, a man o f rest, the 
Lo rd giv ing peace and qu ietness in his 
day s. Ho w sadly he failed to let Go d 
wo rk o u t his plan! 
Ho w perfectly it 
will be wro u ght o u t in the tru e So n o f 
Dav id, o f who m Go d said, “This is 
my belo v ed So n, in who m T am well 
pleased” (Matt, id. 17 ; x v ii, 5). 
IIo w strangely do the first three 
v erses o f o u r lesso n chapter read in 
the light o f Go d's co mmands to hav e 
no fello wship with the heathen natio ns 
o r their ido ls, affinity with Pharao h, 
king o f Egy pt; marry ing his dau ghter, 
lo v ing the Lo rd and walking in Ilis 
statu tes, y et sacrificing and bu rning 
incense in high places! 
It so unds a 
go o d deal like the wo rldly co mbina­ 
tio ns o f to day , which mu st so griev e 
the Spirit, fo r tv e are plainly to ld that 
who so ev er will be a friend o f the wo rld 
is the enemy o f Go d (Jas. iv , 4). 
In 
these day s the tabernacle and the 
brazen altar were at Gibeo n, bu t the 
ark o f the co v enant was in the tent at 
Jeru salem which Dav id had pitched 
fo r it, and to Gibeo n So lo mo n and his 
peo ple went to o ffer bu rnt o fferings 
unto the Lo rd (v erse 4; I Chro n. x x i, 
20; II Chro n. I, 1-G). 
All the o fferings 
appo inted by Go d were ty pical o f the 


father Dav id, his o wn po sitio n as king 
o v er so great a peo ple by the grace 
of 
Go d and the great need of wisdo m and 
u nderstanding to ru le so great a peo ­ 
ple, and he said, “Giv e me no w wis­ 
do m and kno wledge, that I may go o ut 
and co me in befo re this peo ple” (v erses 
G-9 ; II Chro n. i, 8-10). 
Ju dah and Is­ 
rael were said to be many as the sand 
which is by the sea in mu ltitu de, 
dwelling safely , ev ery man u nder his 
v ine and u nder his fig tree, and so Go d 
gav e So lo mo n wisdo m and u nderstand­ 
ing ex ceeding much, and largeness o f 
heart, ev en as the sand that is o n the 
seasho re, making him to ex cel all the 
j wisdo m o f the east and o f Egy pt, so 
that peo ple came fro m all kings to hear 
and see (I Kings iv , 20, 25, 29. 30, 34).

Pert au Prince, Dec. 4.—The senti­ 
ment of the people is strongly in favor 
of General Simon, and he will proba­ 
bly be elected president, if the cham­ 
bers can be assembled without delay. 
General Simon arrived at Port au 
Prince with a strong army under him 
this morning. A delegation composed 
of seven prominent citizens went to 
meet the revolutionary leader and ac­ 
quainted him with the fact that Nord 
Alexis had gone aboard the Duguay 
Trouin. 
They then invited him to 
come into the capital without delay. 
Ifor many hours following the flight 
of Nord Alexis riot and pillage prevail­ 
ed in Port au Prince. 
The populace, 
maddened by the spirit of revolt, turn­ 
ed from the sk iff that carried their de­ 
posed president to the French training 
ship Duquay Trouin, and gave full vent 
to their passions. 
They looted stores 
and 
residences 
and fought among 
themselves over the booty and were 
only held in check by an armed force 
hastily gathered together by General 
Poidevin, which fired a volley into the 
mob and drove the rioters from street 
to street and finally into seclusion. In 
all, twelve persons were k illed and 
many wounded before order was re­ 
stored. 
So serious did the situation become 
that a committee of public safety com­ 
posed of the most prominent military 
leaders was organized. 
Scores of cit­ 
izens were placed under arms to as­ 
sist the loyal troops in patrolling the 
city, and today comparative tranquility 
reigns. 
The American, French and 
German ministers decided that they 
could trust to the arrangements made 
by the committee to maintain order, 
but they jointly gave notification that 
if disorders commened they would land 
forces from the warships. 
Those al­ 
ready here were reinforced by the 
United States gunboat Eagle and the 
British cruiser Scylla. 
Nord Alexis has been the object of 
much consideration on the part of the 
commander of the ship and the other 
officers.
